But I'm wondex>- 
ing, where they are so uptigjit, if it might not be a better idea for me to go to V;asli- 

iagton tiiat day and see to it thao she gets the right thing and that the copies are made 

the right way. I will not do it on my own because I have no right to v-pend Playboy's 

moiiSy without authorization. Then, if there are other problems to address, I can do tiiem 

at the same time. If this seems like a good idea, the midrJLe of the month would be a 
good time for me. I sirould be more mobile tten.
